The  leaves  are 
light  green  in  color,  and  have  broad  white 
ribs,  and  the  entire  plant  may  be  blanched 
pure  white  by  covering  it  with  burlap. 

Chokurci.  Large  outside  leaves  with  a yellow 
striped  color;  inside  leaves  grow  round. 
Heart  tender,  sweet  and  delicate  in  taste. 
Young  leaves  very  popular  for  salads.  Will 
keep  till  early  Spring  if  placed  in  cellar.
